/Bditorial: "Training Leadership, Manegement Cadres in Villages"/ 


/Yext/ Agricultural cooperativigation, promoting tive scientific and technical revo- 
lution in agriculture, bringing the rurel area to socialiat large-scale production 
and building the new socialiat man in the rural area depend to a decisive degree on 
the quality of the leadership and management cadre ranks in the villages, 


Since the capital was liberated and through expansions of the suburbs, the village 
cadre ranks have become increasingly more powerful both in quantity and quality and 
have assisted in organizing successful achievement of party line and the resolutions 
of the minidedpal party organigation, advancing the rural area, developing production, 
raiging living standards, and increasingly supplying great amounts of food to the 
city, raw materials for industry and goods for export, To the present time howver, 
the village cadre ranks have been formed primarily by the spontaneous route and the 
knowledge asaete of the cadres have been accumulated primarily through practical ac- 
tivity and experience, Many key cadres are very old but do not yet have certain suc- 
coasora, The village cadre ranks do not yet anewer the increasingly higher requir- 
monta of the socdalist revolution in the rural area and are not yet a rich source for 
aelocting diatrict and municipal cadrea, 


There ar many reasons for the situation above but one important reason ie that active 
planning and a school syatem are lacking for the elementary and advanced training of

|'Text|) Stepping up the soctaliat transformation in the South ts one of the basic 
taske in the plane for the corsing years and the 1981 plan, The resolution of the 
9th Plenum of the VCP Central Committee (4th term) on the 1981 socloeconomic 
guidelines and tasks states: ''Step up the socialiat transformation in the South and 
perfect the socialiat production relationships in the North, adhere to the goal of 
stepping up the development of production, resolutely bring the southern farmers 
inte cooperatives by means of many appropriate forme and methods, actively con- 
solidate the forme of collective work in agriculture and ceaselessly heighten the 
managing capacity of these organisations, ''* The letter of the VCP Central Com- 
mittee sent to the party committee echelons and all cadres and party members 
and dealing with the convening of the 5th National Congress of Delegates also men- 
Hone thie task, Obviously the socialist transformation for the agriculture of the 
South alwaye ia the subject of great concern for our party, It has scored good re- 
sults in the past years and there etill are many probleme we must continue to re- 
sulve in the coming years, Therefore, studying and seeking the principal meas- 
ites to help to atep up the soctaliat transformation of agriculture in the South ts 
hecensary, 


About the Present Situation 
The line on the soctaliat transformation for the agriculture in the South aa recom- 
mended by our party wae applied and carried out by the localities there in the last 


few years, Aaa result, the organisation of farmers in the different forms of eco- 
nomic coliectivea waa widely developed and became a mass movement in different

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areas, Hy the end of 1977, 70-80 percent of the working farmers' households had 
taken part in the various forme of cooperative productive labor; work rotation, 
work exchange, cooperative labor and production solidarity teams, This move- 
ment for the first time exerted ite effects on overcoming the aftermaths of the 
war, stepping up production, stabilizing and improving the standard of living, ful- 
filling the obligation of making contributions to the state, at the same time train- 
ing farmers in getting used little by little to collective productive labor and pro- 
viding on-the-job training for managerial cadres, thus creating favorable condi- 
tions for moving the movement to a higher level, On that basis, beginning in late 
1977, many localities were relying on their real conditions and organizing farm- 
ere in agricultural production cooperatives or production collectives (in reality 
small-scale agricultural production cooperatives) in order to achieve a collectivi- 
zation of the major means of production, to organize collective labor and distribu- 
tion of income in accordance with the socialist principle and to form the soctalist 
production relationships in the rural areas, So far the South as a whole has built 
1,774 cooperatives, 7,731 agricultural production collectives and 303 apectaliszed 
farm machinery collectives, The coastal Trung Bo and Tay Nguyen provinces 
have basically etarted farmers on the road to collective work as they attracted 42 
percent of the farmers’ households involving 76 percent of the cultivated area, 
The former Nam Bo provinces brought nearly 10 percent of the farmersa' house- 
holda and 7 percent of the cultivated area into collective production, Generally 
apeaking, in the progressive and good cooperatives and collectives which were or- 
ganized in accordance with the principle and methods of collective work in agricul- 
ture, production was maintained and developed and the income of 65-70 percent of 
the farmera' households was equal to or higher than when they had been working 
individually, Attention was being paid to gradually building the material and tech- 
nical base and collective welfare base, For the firat time the principles and sub- 
atance of management of the socialist collective economy were being carried out, 
The number of cadres receiving on-the-job training was quite large, Through the 
movement to organize cooperative work in agriculture, the party bases, adminia- 
trations and masa organizations were consolidated and developed in terma of ideo- 
logical, organizing and working capacities, 


In short, wherever that movement was being conducted correctly, good results 
were obtained: exploitation was totally wiped out; the new production relationships 
were set up inthe rural areas, with production being reorganized for the firat 
time and labor being redistributed; production was developed; and a new way of 
life wae built in the rural areas, 


The inttlal results as mentioned above were obtained because of these main rea- 
sOnAt ~ 

|, The line, positions and policies on the sociallat transformation for agriculture 
in the South as recommended by the party were correct, creative and appropriate 
for the actual conditions in different periods and localities, The local party or- 
ganivations, first of all the provincial and district VCP committees and 
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administrations at all levels, thoroughly understood them and resolutely organ- 
ized their implementation by actively creating the necessary material and apirit- 
ual conditiona for it, 


2, The working farmers were confident and ready to follow the party, to accept 
the cooperative work in agriculture and to move toward creating the socialist so- 
clety 'n order to really have well-being and happiness, When farmers fully under- 
stand the socialist ideal and realize their realistic interests and obligation in the 
new social community, they will be ready to follow the party and move toward so- 
claliam., 


‘, The correct and creative application of the party and governmental polictes and 
pinciples regarding cooperative work and the experience in achieving cooperative 
work in the North in conformity with the actual situation in different localities 

was an important factor that made the movement to establish cooperatives devel - 

op relatively quickly, encounter leas major shortcomings and avoid having to take 
the long road to achievement, 


4, The successful training of over 250,000 cadres of all types within a short time 
to combine with the force of cadres sent in from the North to serve waa the baatia 
for ensuring for the movement a good development and good results in the recent 
period, 


5, The active assistance of the state, combined with a high degree of self- 
sufficiency and self-strenghthening on the part of farmers in the building of the 
collective economy, especially granted to the production collectives and pilot agrit- 
cultural production cooperatives, was the indispensable condition that ensured 

the above-mentioned results, 


llowever, the movement to establish cooperatives in agriculture in the South re- 
mained weak in many aspects and did not develop uniformly, too slowly in a num- 
ber of provinces and even within a given province too poorly in some districts and 
localities, Generally speaking, the movement in the coastal Trung Bo and Tay 
Nguyen provinces was far from solidly established and in the Nam Bo provinces 
remained weak, 


In the organization of production collectives and cooperatives, in many localities 
the resolving of matters related to policies and the organization of collective pro- 
duction organization showed serious violations of the principles of voluntary 
choice and democratic and mutually beneficial management, They used adminta- 
trative measures and orders and forced the people, which brought about masa re- 
action, 


The direction of production was not very correctly set for the cooperatives, hence 
a failure to develop the strength of individual localities, Labor wae far from ra- 
tionally diatributed and used, In many collectives and cooperatives there was a 
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surplus of labor, A laborer contributed only 150 working days to the collective 
economy a year; as a number of collectives and cooperatives did poorly tn labor 
management, the rate of use of labor was only around 50 percent, 


The material and technical base of the cooperatives and collectives failed to en- 
sure expansion of production, Efforts were not yet concentrated on building water 
conservancy works and ricefielda, Self-sufficlency wae not yet truly achleved in 
supplying fertilizers, seeds, draft power and inaectielde, The conditions for in- 
tensive cultivation and multicropping were far from ateady, 


The implementation of polictes, particularly the land policies, wae mishandled: 
in making land adjustment by the averaging method, some localities did not pay 
part of the harvest yleida to a number of eligible people, particularly the small 
households; the resolving of the problem of land and gardena for use by families 
to do sideline business wan far from timely, ete, 


Managerial work in the cooperatives and collectives, which wae generally new, 
showed confusion and weakness, The lack of democratic treatment, corruption, 
abuses of public properties, unfair distribution and oppression of the people were 
taking place in many localities, 


Since the district level was too weak and the village level wae incapable of going 
into economle management, they did not a yet develop the functions of assuming 
direct guidance and management of the movement to establish cooperatives in 
agriculture in their localities, 


The above-mentioned weaknesses of the movement to establiah cooperatives in 
auriculture tn the South were caused by the following reasonas 


|, The party committee echelons in a number of localities, particularly the Nam 
No provinces, did not fully understand the VCP Central Committee's line, poat- 
tions, formula, principles and polley of establishing agricultural cooperatives in 
the South and eapeci lly failed to see clearly the importance, purposes and need 
for such cooperatives, nor to consider transformation and soctaliam necessary 
and urgent for agriculture and the regular and key job to be done in the rural 
areas, Asa result, they were not yet determined to organize the achievement of 
sucha goal, or provided wrong guidance for it, with the tendency firat w be re- 
luctant, undecided and inactive and later to be rather impatient, to do things ina 
hurry and to pursue quantity and shorter time, without trying to ensure steadiness, 
Some cadres and party members in some localities did not act in an exemplary 
manner and in fact acted even negatively in the movement to eatabliah cooperatives 
in agriculture, 


<4, An expanded movement requires a body of cadres having high determination, un- 
derstanding the situation and charactertatios of rural areas and agriculture and 
having knowledge of and experience in collective economic organisation and 
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management, Wutat the oresent time the body of cadres being in charge of the 
agriculture -transforming job from the central to local levele rematine amnall and 
weak, mrticularly at the basic and district levels in the former Nam the and high 
land provinces, Lately the localities 414 mabe some effort 1 train cadvea, Wit ae 
the capacities of cadres remained pour, they were not yet cagatle of aatiafying the 
needa of the movement to establish cooperatives in agriculture, 


‘1, Many localities and sectore did not ae yet realize that tranaformation would 
have to be closely linked with construction, cooperatives with tuilding water eun 
nervancy works and achieving step ly etep mechanization, changing the production 
relationships with reorganizing and developing production and sataiiiahing coop 
eratives at the lmalc level with building up the dletriet level and recrganieing pre 
duction on the dlatrict acale into the agricultural-induatrial econnimic atructare, 
Consequently, they failed ty have a full consideration of all of the nesaanary cond 
tions that would ensure attaining the goal of the recommended aucialiat tranalarimea 
tion of agriculture, Many localities atresaed teaching and meobilieing the manana 
for organizing collectives and cooperatives while failing ty attach proper tigee 
tance to tullding the material and technical base and reorganizing and developing 
production, 


4. The aselatance of the atate wae far from eufficlent and tal, nor wae Ut after 
tive to ensure that the cooperative system would be born ina favoeraile light, The 
sectors and echelons of the adiminiatration 414 not aa yet achieve the right degree 
of centralization and have plane to effectively serve the auclallat transformation 
of the agriculture in the Gouth; and yet they sometimes ¢reated chataclea for i, 
The atate-operated production tnetallationa did not show thelr leaderahip affacte on 
the movement, Some etate polictes 414 not give the rignt ortority ty the collective 
economy, The polleles on the purchase prices of agricultural producta, agricul 
tural taxes, credit and the auoplying of technical materiale and industrial conaum- 
er goods in the rural areas failed ) encourage production and i create lavoraibe 
conditions for the cooperative aystem, The soctaliat transformation of agrleul 
ture did not take place in «a untlorm manner in large areas of the Gouth, Aaa re 
sult, the results obtained from the movement were different in the larwe arene 
like conetal Trung th area, Tay Nguyen and Nam tw, Generally apeaking, the 
movement in all of these areas showed both etrengths and weaknesses aa mantion 
edabhove, This fact requires that we find the measures ty develop atrangths and 
to overcome shortcomings #0 a4 to continue stepping up the eoclallet tranalorine 
tion of agriculture in the South, 


Principal Measures 


An we have just seen above, the soctaliat transformation of agriculture ae an hie 
torical neceaalty and @ rule in the soclaliat construction hae taben place in the 
South and hae lately become a widespread mane movement with gud inittal re 
sults and definite shortcomings and weabnesses, In order tn continue stepping wp 
the soctallat transformation of agriculture in the Mouth, le necennary WH lake 
these principal measurces

i, To diaaeminate and teach widely and continually tn the party and among the 
working farmere the party polleted and line on the aoctallat construction tn our 
country to promote thelr voluntary participation, through aelf-underatanding, in 
the movement to eatabliah cooperatives, with a high concept of the euctallat ool 
lective ownei alton, 


The feat condition for achleving the euetallat tranaformation of agriculture in the 
South lato havea thorough (deologioa! underatandingfrom top to bettom, from 
within the party to the masees outeide, Everybody muat clearly eee the urgent 
objective necewalty of the eoctallat transformation for the agrioulture of the South 
and tte difficult and complicated character, Thie requires a revolutionary enthu 
siaain, the knowledge of aclence and certain meane to carry lout, Al present, 
the reformiat tendency, doulte and vaciilation in the movement to eatabliah coup 
eratives; ihe inability to dletingulah hetween (rlenda and foee tn the revolution in 
the rural arena; and the passive behavior of a number of party membera and on 
Nree heavily advocating private ownership and refusing to partiotpate in the move 
mentare the major obetacted for the aveltaliat transformation of agriculture in the 
woth, These wrong concepta muat be overcome by aetruggling and education, 


The contente and need of the politieal and deologtioal education aa mentioned above 
muet he property carcled out In all localities, In the former Nam Ne provinees 
slone, where farmere working Individually atill eatat in large numbera, aeonunt 
ing for up te 90 percent of the total number of households, reluctance and indert 
sion atill prevall, Therefore, a truly widespread politioal movement muat he 
launched to work continually Cram top to bottom and from within the party to the 
nimeneen culaide, to he clomely linked with every phage and atep of the movement to 
eatabliah cooperatives in agriculture and to teach the concept of anctaliat collec. 
five ownerehip te the working farmera and to make them voluntarily partletpate 
through eell underatanding in the movement, 


All propaganda and training and propaganda and teaching ofgane, newapapere, ra 
Hin aod televiaton, ete., tnall forme and by all meane, muat concentrate on aery 
lng more actively and regularly the eoctallat tranatormation of agrleoulture tn the 
South, which oat be considered aa the currentall-out, aheolute, tn depth and 
contiqnwoue revolutionary movement for the curalareaa, Thiet movement mut be 
tlogely linked with poaltive programe of action and plang for etepping up ageloul 
tural oroduction, with the ceaulta of the movement to eatabliah cooperatives, re 
sulle of production, thoome, the falliilonent of the obligation te the atate earving ae 
a yardeticb te menaure any changes in the thinking, rather than etopping at the 
general political and ideological perauasion and separating Ut from the reaulta of 
fulfilling the polltical taak of the party, 

/, Te @teengthen party bollding, the admintatration and revolutionary maae organ 
lvations inorder te have a atrong polltteal baatea for the (raneformation and con 
atruction of the agriculture of the Mouth, 











The party ta the leader and organizer of every success of the cooperative system, 
Therefore, the building of the party, particularly the party base in the rural areas, 
haa a decisive significance for providing the motivation and determining the suc- 
ceas of the cooperative system in agriculture. To achieve this it is necessary to 
perfect the party committee echelons and to organize a really strong party base 
having strong views and high determination in organizing leadership and guidance 
for the movement to establish cooperatives, and at the same time, through this 
movement, raising the organizing capacity and leadership of the basic party or- 
ganization, Al party members must be truly exemplary, steadily struggle by 
their action for the communiat ideal and first participate right from the beginning 
in the collective economle organizations in the rural areas, ae well as persuade 
members of their own familles and relatives to participate in them; any party 
members who create problema for the movement must be educated in time, eval- 
uated and properly handled, 


Through the movement to establish cooperatives and the building of collective eco- 
nomic organizations, the progressive and active people must be found tn time, se- 
lected and trained to become possible candidates for being admitted into the party. 


Solidarity and unanimity within the party te the highest standard for party building 
and at the same time a condition that determines success in the cooperative sys- 
tem inthe rural areas, The actual experience as drawn from the movement to 
establish agricultural cooperatives in the North in the last 20 years indicates that 
wherever and whenever the basic party organization has failed to maintain solidar- 
ity, the cooperatives would be poor and disorganized and that, conversely speak - 
ing, if the baste party organization had solidarity and unanimity and its party mem- 
hers were exemplary, the cooperatives would be strong. That has become a rule, 
The reality of the movement to establish agricultural cooperatives in the South 

ia alao proving that fact, 


Along with strengthening and building the party, it is necessary to build « strong 
able and effective admintatration that enjoys the confidence of the people to serve 
an a support and insurance for the cooperative system in the rural areas, Firat 
of all concentrate on building the admiatetration at the diatrict and basic levels 
heing capable of shouldering the heavy and complicated tasks of the movement in 
the various economic, political and social flelde, Marxiam-Leniniam considers 
the proletarian administration as a precondition for ensuring the success of the 
soclaliat cooperative systern, Building the administration does not simply involve 
atrengthening and consolidating the machinery, function, substance and method of 
adminiatration but must alao closely link itself to the very persons who can truly 
he representative of an administration by the people, of the people and for the peo- 
ple, Recently a number of administration officials at different levels have abused 
thelr authorities by committing many wrongdoings: abuse of power, oppression of 
the people, corruption, bribery, ete., which leads to negative aftermathe in the 
ruralareas, Some of therm have totally lost the confidence of the people, who re- 
sented them, Others were the bad elements who have come into our administration

to create more difficulties for the movement to establish cooperatives, There- 
fore, in the building of a strong admintatration, it la very necessary to reevaluate 
the admintatration cadres to praise and reward the good ones and to correctly 
handle the bad ones, 


Consolidating and building the party's revolutionary mass organizations, particu- 
larly the associations of farmers, women and youths, ts an important condition 
for ensuring the success of the cooperative system, In Collective I of Hlep Iloa 
Village (Song Ne Province) the youths have become an assault force on many 
fronta: production, learning of actentific achtevernents, maintaining of security, 
conatruction of the new countryside, ete, 


In short, building the party, administration and revolutionary mags organizations 
to become the atrong political base for the cooperative system is an urgent meas- 


ure to continue stepping up the soctaliat transformation of the agriculture of the 
South, 


‘, To continue motivating the individual farmers for joining the movement to ea- 
tablish cooperatives by using appropriate collective economic forme, particularly 
in the former Nam Do provinces, 


Aa pointed out earlier, the movement to establish agricultural cooperatives in the 
South haa attracted only 50 percent of the households of farmers Into the collective 
economle organisationa; in Nam Mo alone, 10 percent of the households working in 
production collectives really work ina collective manner, Thus the householda of 
farmerae atill working individually account for a large percentage (about 70 per- 
cent), Thia fact requires that we continue to persuade the individual farmers to 
join the movement for collective work by using appropriate collective economic 
forma, particularly in the former Nam Bo provinces, The expertence aa drawn 
from the movement to establish agricultural cooperatives in the South tn the re- 
cent period haa clearly ahown thatas the work la being carried out, it is necessary 
to seriously observe the moat Important principles of soctaliat cooperation that 
have been actually teated, firat of all the principle of voluntary choice by which 
farmera are persuaded by the auperiority of the collective production economy over 
individual production and the state must do ita beat to help the collective produc - 
tion inatallationa, Thie fact requires that the work is to be carried out with some 
(iatinetion for different areaa in the South, 


In the former Nam Mo provinces, the localities that have not yet organized produc- 
tlon collectives are to persuade the individual farmers to join the simple collec. 
tive economic organisations in the fleld of circulation (credit cooperatives, con 
summer cooperatives) and in the fleld of production (production solidarity (eama), 
Combine the effort to wipe out the forma of exploitation by rich farmera and the 
rural bourgectate and to properly resolve the question of land among farmere with 
preparing for favorable conditions, moatly training cadres and building the mate- 
rial and technical base, to steadily move toward building production collectives, 





This has a great significance for carrying out the formula of combining the soctal- 
ist transformation of agriculture with developing production and bullding the new 
countryside, Since the app! cation of the above-mentioned simple collective eco- 
nomic forme still cannot do away with apontaneous business by farmera, it le nec- 
essary therefore to gradually bring therm into the higher collective economic 
forma, The effective working of the above-mentioned collective economic forme 
is in principle significant and helps to consolidate the confidence of farmere in 

the cooperative system, particularly in the localities where there have been work 
rotation and exchange teams and production collectives that existed ''in name only 
and not in reality'' or have lately dissolved, Thies definitely affecta the scope and 
apeed of organizing agricultural cooperatives in the time to come, particularly in 
the former Nam Bo provinces, Here the restoration of the dissolved collective 
economle organizations, as well as an effort to consolidate and develop them, isa 
condition that is absolutely necessary, 


In the central coastal provinces, from Binh Trt Thien to Thuan Hat, the number 
of individual farmera' householdas still accounts for about 1l percent, mostly tn 
the highland districts; in the Tay Nguyen provinces (Gla Lai-Kontum, Dac Lac and 
Lam Dong) it ta 25 percent, Persuading them to participate in the collective eco- 
nomic organizations still continues, but it t# mainly now the job of consolidating 
the business organizations of the existing cooperatives and production collectives, 
At the same time, it ls necessary to have plane for switching from the low to the 
high forme of cooperation (from work rotation, work exchange and production soll- 
darity teams to production collectives; from production collectives to high-level 
cooperatives -- actually groups of small cooperatives), but it must be on the basta 
of actively creating the sultable material and spiritual conditions, without being 
too impatient or allowing exceanive delays to take place, 


4, To strive to consolidate the cooperatives, production collectives and other 
collective economic forma, 


Totally consolidating the cooperatives, production collectives and other collective 
economic forma, ea, ectally thelr business-organizing capacity, is an urgent meas- 
ure to strengthen the collective economy and to attract the individual farmera into 
the movement to establish agricultural cooperatives, The goals to be attained are 
to raise the production of other cooperatives and production collective, to really 
and steadily raise the income and to improve the standard of living of cooperative 
and collective members, who are to properly fulftll their obligation to the state in 
accordance with ita regulations, 


The need of this consolidating task to different for the different types of coopera- 
tives and production collectives in different areas, For instance: 


- For the long-organized agricultural production collectives and cooperatives, to 
wtrive to consolidate and raise the quality in the business-organizing, ideological 
and political flelda, 
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- Production collectives and cooperatives ‘nust be active and fully prepare spirit- 
ual, material and technical conditions for getting into collective production, For 
the Nam Bo provinces, special attention needs to be paid to restoring the dissolved 
collective economic organizations, In the areas where the building of production 
collectives has basically been completed, in addition to consolidating these collec~ 
tives, if necessary and possible, establish the jointly-operated collective econom- 
ic organizations (joint collectives) specialized in making building materials, re- 
patra, small machines, capital construction, etc,; develop small industries and 
handicrafts; and build the common material and technical bases in order to 
strengthen the collective production force, 


- For the existing pilot cooperatives in the former Nam Bo provinces, as an im- 
mediate job to do, carry out control and classification and concentrate efforts on 
consolidating and overcoming the weak and poor aspects, The cooperatives that 
have encountered many difficulties and failed to consolidate themselves are to be 
divided into collectives or to consolidate their production units and to extend the 
managerial power of the latter, The building of pilot cooperatives needs to be re- 
viewed to draw experience from it for the benefit of the future pilot cooperatives, 
which must fulfill the recommended needs, 


In the ai cas where the organization of agricultural cooperatives has been hurried- 
ly completed, such as in the central coastal provinces, consolidating the coopera- 
tives and collectives must be urgently set as a task that determines the survival 
of the movement. 


Consolidating the cooperatives and production collectives in terms of organization 
and business consists of reorganization of production, redistribution of labor, or- 
ganization of management, strengthening of the material and technical base, etc. 
Hlowever, it is necessary to concentrate on these major factors: 


a, To correctly determine and perfect the production direction of each coopera- 
tive ar! each production collective on the basis of the district plan (at least its 
yeneralized plan), for the purpose of fully and rationally using its natural and eco- 
nomic resources, rom then on, to achieve the new labor distribution along the 
line of specialization combined with rational general development, for the purpose 
of gradually doing away with the present one-crop characteristic (priority given 

to grain production) by taking some of the crop-growing labor and using it in or- 
wanizing animal husbandry, forestry and fishery (including fresh water fish) and 
developing small industries and handicrafts to serve production, everyday life and 
export, In the crop-growing sector, it is necessary to expand production of indus- 
trial crops, fruit trees, vegetables, etc, However, the efforts to perfect and car- 
ry out the production direction of agricultural production collectives and coopera - 
lives must also be gradually made in from low to high, simple to complicated 
steps, to conform with the capabilities of the material and technical base and the 
managing capacity of cadres, This requires a full examination and calculation of 
all aspects in order to obtain good economic results. 
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the feed produetion anite are the haatle form of lahore oepganteation in ageteultural 
produetion cooperatives, Put an end te all wrong concepta and oheervationa of the 
WH haeed oepanteational form that happened during the pertod of productton re

S, To gradually build the material and technioal baae and te apply new aelentiftie 
and technical achlevements to production of cooperatives and productton collec 
tives, 


Nullding the material and technical lage for cooperatives and produetion collar. 
tives hecomes an urgent matter for development of production and linprovement of 
the standard of living of their menhera, Only on that baata can the aoetallat pro. 
duction relationships betng newly eatabliahed in the rural arene be consolidated 
and perfected, Otherwise the movement ty eatabiiah eooperatived will atop grow 
ing and posathly decline, partioularly in the lnealities where the mannen have 
hurriedly heen pul into collective work that haa heen organteed on a large weal, 
Thiele not to be aeeparated from Wutlding the material and technical bage for tne 
South's agriculture aga whote, 


Viretofall, tte necessary to make tnventoriod of the meane of production of all 
cooperatives and collectived, to readjuat and rediatelhute various kinds of mieane 
of production anmwig the producthn collectives tn accordance with appropriate pol 
icles, to eatabliah tractor etationa and machine groupe to aearve the eonperatives 
and production collectives, to lnveatin repairing and reatoring the broken tia 
Chines, to supply enough parte and qaeoline and oll for the machines to operate 
normally and to hulld the neceanary repate facilities, Along with that, the state 
muatinport more machines aa additional auyply or at leaat aa replacement of 
the same number of broken ones, Olherwine the effort te eombine the eatabitah 
ment of cooperatives with gradual mechanteation will heeame meaningleam, the Ia 
hor productivity of farmera, partioularly farmera tn the Nam Ne provinees, will 
decline; and the attractiveness af the collective ayatem for the middle farmers 
will be reduced, 


Collectives and cooperatives muat have aeeaannal and yearly plane to join the atate 
in building largee and middlecatee water conservancy worka in whieh the atate in 
vente money, to hulld amall-atee water conservancy worka by themeanlven, te 
hulld canale and ditches and ta tinprove eleefielda, Por Main Me alone, aines the 
hullding of largecaltve water conservancy worka la linked with the program to har

patring them and turning them tite hydraulte pumpe te operate more eoonnmleally, 
to consolidate the network of boat pumpe and te build large puny etatlone the the 
ones thathave been built in the qutakiote at ile Ot Mink Otty (Thu Due and Hoe 
Mon), le eure to apply the formula of combining water eonmervaney worka of 
large, medium and amall atves, Hla neceanary ty lnveatiqante and properly plan 
water conservancy work ao ae to make the Investment in water conservancy belie 











alout great economle reaulle in accordance with the general viewpotnte and high 
vverall effectivenesa, to linprove and gave land, to combine water conservancy 
work with perfecting the production atructure and with agronomle and foreatry 
ineaeures and to protect the environment, 


Ntorehouses and yarda for drying purposes are indispensable material and teel 
Hieal bawea of cooperatives and production collectives, partloularly th the Nam Me 
lelta, ‘The people there have the habit of selling paddy right on the Meld, which 
huyera carry hom to dry, Aga result, armall farmera'’ storehouses and yarda are 
just enough to dry the paddy to be used later aa seeds, Temples and pagodas are 
hotaae numercuaane inthe North The two summer and autumn and winter and 
spring rlee eropa often encounter ratna, which can eaatly damage the rlee planta, 
lhe lack of yarda for drying purpowes and storehouses in Central Vietnam te one 
ofthe renaone that cause aome rifta in the new production relatlonahipa tn rural 
arene, Wallding yarde and storehouses most be haaed on good planning to avotd 
the situation In whieh they muat he torn down after construction haa bean com 
pleted for a while, 


lt le neceanary to invest fertilivera and insectioide in the crope that are grown and 
to fight disenaen for domeatte antmala, Piratofall, reorgantee the organivationa 
Hhat supply agricultural materiale and technology; bulld dlatrlot mate lala atationa, 
lntervillage materiale atores and joint cooperatives to ensure bringing Ina conven. 
lentinanner materiale and technology atraight to producers, and pay attention to 

Hn the-apot production of organte fertilivera, 


ln addition to the above-mentioned facetora, cooperatives and collectives muat be 
velf-auffletent in aeeda and breading animals; gradually buy thelr own meane of 
franaportation and harvest; bulld atablea and attes for antmnal ralaing, factiitied ty 
proceee agricultural producta and other tnatallationa that serve production and 
everyday Ife; and clowely link the network of material and technteoal baaed of the 
ollective sector and farmerea’ farniited with that of the tate material and techni 
(al baeee serving ageloulture ao ae to ensure the untfornity of both networka and 
i develop thelr effectiveness, Using inan effective manner the extating and fu 
lire material and technical laaee laan liniportant eoonnmle matter, 


Along with bullding the matertal and technical bage, applytig the advanced expert 
wicee to thel) work lean loportant queation that muat he ralsed ona regular bheete, 


h, To teatn and atrengthen cadred for the movement to eatabliah agrleultural coop 
rratives, 


(adrea are the dectative factor, Thie principle aa eet forth in the elaaaton uf 
Marvlan Lentilan till retaing tte fall theoretical and practioanl value tn regard 
ln the movement ty eatabiiah agricultural cooperatives in toe Mouth, The fret an 
vroved by many localities lately ta that whether the movement le quickly developed 
an ateadily expanded of not depends on one of the rather linportant reaanne 














training and strengthening of cadres being properly carried out. Therefore, 
training and atrengthening cadres ta both a precondition and a factor to ensure con- 
tinued and steady development for the movement. 


Necently, mostly since the beginning of 1979, the cadres-training task has been 
widely and continually developed in all localities, By the end of 1979, the South as 
a whole hae trained and atrengthened (including short-term training courses) more 
than 250,000 proselyting and organizing, managerial, technical and spectalized 
cadres for collectives and cooperatives and leadership and guidance cadres for 
provinces, municipalities, districts and citles, 





However, as compared with the need of the movement to establish cooperatives in 
agriculture, the training and atrengthening of cadres is still slow and lacks unt- 
formity, aynehrontzation and balance, with ite quality being poor, the forma of 
training remaining few and the conditions favorable for training, particularly at 
the diatrict level, now encountering many difficulties, It has been even worse 
lately aa the number of people under training was too amall and many localities 
failed to maintain the standards for the people who needed training. 


Only ‘6 percent of the norma aet in the training plane of the South for the 2 years 
of 1979-1980 wae attained; in the former Nam Bo provinces, that figure was 25 
percent, In many localitles the labor norma for training of managerial cadres, 
sueh aa chiefs of collectives, head accountants and planning cadres, were far from 
seriously set, Some provinces and municipalities did not have any plane for the 
training and use of cadren; others did have training plans but they failed to link 
them closely with the direction and progress of the movement, nor to clearly see 
the role of the diatrict level in the training, strengthening and use of cadres; asa 
result, the body of inatructorsa waa amall and weak, the matertal and technical 
haae wae not reliable and there were no apecific procedures prescribed for train- 
rea, norany proper attention being pald to the leadership and guidance of sectors 
and echelona, 


The aoctaliat transformation of agriculture in the coming years is extremely de- 
manding, Consolidating and rataing the quality of activities and managing capacity 
of collectives and cooperatives ta an extremely important and urgent task, This 
requires increasing the pace and scope of training and strengthening cadres ina 
uniform, synehrontsed and balanced manner, with quality being linproved every - 
Hay. One of the common needa la for every echelon and every sector from cen- 
tral to local to show ite proper interest in and to atrengthen ite leadership and 
giutdance over the training of cadrea for the movement to establish agricultural co- 
operatives, Through elementary and advanced training, quickly create uniform 
and balanced cadres’ ranka in all areas and production tnatallationa, with the 
trained cadres having a sound political capacity, good knowledge of and expe:ience 
in economic and technical management atarting at the basic level and the desire to 
promote the collective ownership right of the masses while possessing such virtues 
aa ‘industry, theiftinessa, honesty, integrity, righteousness and impartiality, '' as 
onee taught by Preatdent Ho Chi Minh, 
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To fulfill the above-mentioned needs it is necessary to resolve these major urgent 
matters: to draft cadres-training plans; to divide the training task among the cen- 
tral, provincial and district levels for different kinds of cadres; to strengthen the 
ranks of instructors, to ensure the material and technical base necessary for 
training and to perfect training programs and methods; and to adopt a policy about 
cadres aimed at encouraging local cadres and cadres brought in from the North 

to feel reassured and to actively serve the movement to establish cooperatives in 
the agriculture of the South, 


7, To strengthen the district level and the agricultural transformation committees 
at different levels in the South and the cooperative management boards at different 
levels (where the organization of cooperatives has basically been completed), 


To make the district level capable of leading the movement it i# necessary to ur- 
gently build itup, As an immediate job, make a preliminary review of district 
centers in order to expand the building of district in the eptrit of Directive 43 of 
the Political Bureau, All sectors must have positive plans to build their own sec- 
tor in the districts, particularly to strengthen their cadres and to build the mate- 
rial and technical base to ensure the development of agricultural production, 
Strengthen the leadership and guidance of district VCP comusnittees and people's 
committees over production installations and perfect the machinery of every sec- 
tor in the districts to asaiat the party committee echelons and committees in ful- 
filling thelr task of managing the economy, developing production and transform- 
ing agriculture, Step up the merging of the agricultural tranaformation commit- 
tees at different levels in the South, including the central, provincial and district 
ones, with the agricultural committees and strengthen them to an extent that cor- 
responds to the task and nature of the movement; properly carry out the job of 
combining the districts’ agricultural transformation cormmittees and agricultural 
bureaus to form agricultural committees, Carry out the sare unifying job at the 
village level in order to closely combine transformation and construction, as well 
as promoting organization and organizing management of production and business, 
Ina number of central coastal provinces, where the agricultural transformation 
committees no longer exitat because the basic organization of the movement to es- 
tablish agricultural cooperatives has been completed, it ia necessary to atrength- 
en and consolidate the provincial cooperative management boards subordinate to 
the agricultural services, as well as the central cooperat've management board 
subordinate to the Minietry of Agriculture so as to provide the cooperatives and 
production collectives with guidance over strengthening their business -organizing 
capacity. 


4, To strengthen the asaletance of the state in the soctaliat tranaforrmation of the 
agriculture in the South, 


The atate muat give full and syatematic assistance to the newly-born collective 
system in the South, the production collectives and agricultural production coop- 
eratives ~~ the highest form of development of the soclallat-atyle agricultural 














cooperative process, Firstofall, it is necessary, therefore, to improve the pro- 
duction and financial activities of cooperatives and production collectives and the 
standard of living of their members. To do so, systematically strengthen their 
material and technical bases and continue to invest in realistically and effectively 
building the material and technical base for the agriculture of the South and to cre- 
ate favorable conditions for profitable business activities. Strengthen the interest 
in material benefits; apply more widely the democratic principles to management; 
help the cooperatives to consolidate all aspects of organization and business; and 
reinforce the economic policies that give priority to the cooperative system and en- 
courage collective production, the policies about agricultural taxes, credit, mate- 
rials supplies and purchase prices, to ensure their real implementation, The as- 
sistance of the state must be quantified and expressed by the balanced condition: 

in the central and local economic development plans, particularly in such aspects 
an finances, materials, technology, cadres, etc., and keep pace with the develop- 
ment process of the transformation and construction of agriculture in the South, 
The state has plans for consolidating and developing the state-operated installa- 
tions, such aes state farma, state forests, tractor stations, the organizations that 
supply technical materials, commercial and banking services, etc., which serve 
the socialist transformation of agriculture in the South in the capacity of the pollt- 
ical, economic, scientific and technical centers of the proletariai in the country 
side that have the task of leading, guiding and helping the working farmer class to 
move toward socialism, It must assign the above-mentioned task and control the 
fulfillment of this task of the state-operated economic organizations by means of 
regulatory documents, In reality the effects of these state-operated organizations 
on the transformation of the agriculture in the South have not yet been properly 
developed and, in sure cases, have even led to negative consequences in a number 
of localities, 


An extremely essential thing for the state to do is to assume leadership over the 
immediate adoption of the standard statutes of coope. atives and production collec- 
tives, On that basis all cooperatives and production collectives draft their own 
official statutes through members’ congresses and submit them to the district ad- 
ministration organs for approval, This will serve as the backbone for all of the 
activities of collective economic organizations, 


9, To atrengthen the leadership and guidance of party committee echelons and ad- 
miniatrations and to direct all sectors and masse organizations toward serving the 
socialiat transformation of agriculture in the South today. 


The soctaliat transformation of agriculture in the South |s a great, profound, total 
and comprehensive revolution having to do with many political, economic, soctal 
and cultural aspects and the lives of millions of working farmers in rural areas, 
Therefore, if this revolution is to be successful, the party committee echelons and 
adminitatrations must strengthen their leadership and direct all sectors and mane 
organization toward truly participating in it, 
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The party committee echelons and administrations must assume by themselves a 
tight leadership over the movement, always carry on the socialiat transformation 
along with the construction of agriculture as t.elr permanent central task and di- 
réct all aspects of the regular work toward serving thie task, VFiret ofall, pro- 
vide leadership and guidance for correct and full Implementation of the sucialiat 
transformation policy, formula and steps for agriculture in the South and serious 
fulfillment of the principles of socialist cooperation, particularly the principle of 
voluntary and mutually beneficial work and democratic management, The party 
organe and administrations a higher levele must observe and check the leadership 
and guidance as provided by the lower levele and the organea in charge in the ao- 
clalist transformation of agriculture, uncover deviations and wrongdoings and 
correct thern in time and effectively, The grave and flagrant violations of the ao- 
clalist cooperation principles and the spreading corruption and oppression of the 
masses that have not been effectively prevented in time are the result a degree 
of the leadership and guidance from the higher to the baale levele having been far 
from atrict, That ia a great shortcoming, 


The participation of sectors and mass organizations in serving and stepping up the 
movement to establish agricultural cooperatives te an indispensatle condition, 

All sectors, to the extent of their functions, have plane for and assign people to be 
in charge of guiding the lower-level sectors toward serving the agricultural trana- 
formation, The mass organizations play a key role in teaching and moilizing 
people of all atrata, firet of all the working farmers, for self-conscious and volun- 
tary participation in the collective economic organizations of all forme ranging 
from low to high. 


Pay special ettention to building the district level and consolidating the village 
level to make ther fully capable of guiding and managing the movement to eatah- 
lish agricultural cooperatives ae mentioned above, 


10, To use the combined atrength of the entire country w atep up the soctaliat 
transformation of agriculture in the South, 


The sociallet transformation of agriculture cannot be achieved aulely try the extat- 
ing atrength of the South alone, just aa the North cannot favorably move toward 
soclaliam by means of ite own atrength alone, Bach region hae ite own atrengthe 
and weaknesses, Only the combined etrength of reunified Vietnam aaa whole can 
overcome the weaknesses and develop the etrengthe of each region, Unlike the 
North, the South ts carrying on the soctaliat transformation and construction of 
ite agriculture under the conditions of the country being now reunified, The 
atrength of the North must be added ty that of the South to create the combined 
atrength of the country as a whole, Firetof all, the North muat give the South 

a part of ite material and technical base, materiale and technology, moatly the 
ones produced by ite industries: machinery, means and chemicalea (phosphate fer 
tilizer, apatite, nitrate fertilizer, ete,), This material and technical force, com- 
hined with that of the South, forma a etronger material and technical base and 
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nerven ag ao tmaterial suguert for the movement, tn addition, a0 the orth hae a 
large body of cadres working in agriculture and forestry and covering different 
economic and technical aspects, itmust be motilized for serving the euetaliot 
transformation in the South, The weakness of these cadres ariaen (rom @ lack on 
their part of the knowledge of the natural, economic, Wietrrical and auelal cont 
tions of the South; thie and other weabnesses muet be overcome tn the couree of 
their training and work, The greatest demand from them te the fact that they 
must be fully devoted t) serving the soctaliet tranaslormation in the Wuth, The 
hullding of an appropriate policy for them te necessary, Awa general rule, the 
on-the-spot training of cadres haw a decltsive significance and ensures auctene lie 
the transformation and conetruction of agriculture ln the Mouth, The advantage of 
the local cadres is the fact that they know well the real situation of their ecalities, 
but their weakness ariees from their limited knowledge of econninit management 
and their lacking experience in managing the movement  eatallloh conperatives, 
Therefore, the joining of the cadres coming trom the North with the lical adres 
will create «a combined atrength that can overcome the weabneseen of each wide 
and develop the atrengthe of both, 


The North hae « large agricultural work force that worke hard, haw atrong fevely 
tionary spirit aud ie long received the quclaltat aducation, init te weaknewe 
arises from the fact that it te the product of @ armalleacale eell-aulficlent and wall 
supplied production and that the average per capita land area le aimall, There 
fore, \tneeda to be moved ty tne Jouth ty supplement the areas where land te plan 
tiful, the population ie ermall and there le @ ehortage of mnmmnpower tora fall ana 
rational use of natural resources, The work force of the fouth notonly hae an 
strong a revolutlonary spirit ae that of the North Wat allen hae come inte contact 
with the factore of the capitaliat woods production, can eaaily acca new tach 
niques and know how to mabe business calculationa; however, Wail hae the wear 
nesses left behind by the capitaliet goods production and has been taught the an 
claliat concept for only a shorttine, Therefore, the two work lareces Wil com 
plement each other, both quantitatively and qualitatively, W forin a great atrength 
in the tranaformation and conetruction of agriculture in the South, The meet tin 
portant matter in uniting the two work torces te the need ty An an on the Waele ot 
the interests of the prosperity of the sucialiat Vietnarene fatherland and the au 
ceeaful soclaliat construction, 


The soctaliet transformation of agricalture and the euctaliat construction tn the 
countryside have taken place in the North for ever 40 years, 


There have been eucceseful and unsucceselal experiences in tith the tate-nperat 
ed and collective sectors and in family sideline Wusiness in many Nelda of aethy 
itles -- economic, cultural, political and suctal, orodurtion organization, tweet 
ness management, production and Aetrittion, econnimnic and technical, ate, Wh 
in extremely necessary ty review, evaluate, judge and Meseminate such eeyerl 
ences for the South to consider applying them ina creative manner ty avid re 
peating the old mistakes, Organizing exchanges of experiences and viaite of lari 
ere of both regione will bring alert beneficial reaulte, 
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‘laing the combined atrength of the entire country lean linportant condition for 


Arriving the auctallet transformation of agriculture and agricultural conatruction tn 
the South forward ata faater pace, 


All of the principal measures to be taken to continue stepping up the aoctalial 
tranaformation of agriculture in the South aa mentioned above nuet be allowed to 
produce effecta ina joint action, without being separated from one another, An 
early measure la the prerequisite of a later one, which le the condition of the 
eariyone, They have an organte relationship in the course of thelr application,

tion of agriculture and development «f the collective eoonomy, All of thie requires 
that we actively create favorable material and apiritual conditions, weigh all atepa, 
thouae the right forma and determine the potot tn the and thhrye Tintt, on the haate 
uf balanced, sertoua and keen calculations, aa in the cage af the art of armed up 
figing., Any meaeures and action that reaull from a subjective intention will net 
woaaltly Wring auccesea to the movement to eatabliah cooperatives in agetoulture, 


The taitial eucceas of a number of cooperatives and production collectives haa 
wreatly encouraged the working farmera to take the cooperative road to anelaliam,

wesiaes the achievements that have been recorded, there are otill certain limitations 


hat are advernely allectiny, management and the effort to centralize the sources of 
joods in the hands of the otate, 


yrom the itieart of the Matter,., 


At the 6th Precinet's General Merchandise Corporation, we met with a comrade in 
rharge of prices at the purchasing station, who saids 


“y rom the day we expanded the tusinens, not only has the commerce sector teen tuying 
and selling goods, tut many other departments ani sectors, although it in not part 

uf thelr tunetlon, have aloo gone inte the businens, An a result, pricen have 
lluetuated in an unusual manner, Gometimen, two stores that are separated by nothing 
mre than a wall tut which do tusineas in the name product have very different prices 
lor these products, An regards products purchased from production installations, 
prices lnerease very easily wut it lo very difficult to bring pricen down, Prices 
have teen pushed upward tecaune so many persons are making purchases,” 
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ae aloo mel with @ representative of 4 production cooperation team in the Sth Precinct 
that specitalives in rubber products, He informed us that he wan working under a 
contract with the bth Vrecinet General Merchandise Corporation to produce §00,000 
erasers at a price of 0,45 dong per eraner, However, when the contract wan only 
one-third completed, the production of erasers had to be stopped becaune the price 

of raw materials wasn too high. He then went and sought a contract with the 6th 
jrecinet to make tule patohes! And, we have been informed that this wan not all he 
did, As « result of pursuing profits, thie installation abandoned one contract and 
otarted another, 


When we went to the Lith lrectnet General Merchandine Corporation, a precinct that 
ie nearly 4,000 production inetallations but which does not purchase a very large 
quantity of goods, iia long, the head of the corporation, informed uni

he competition to buy som goods has caused artificial needa to te created and 
monopolived prices, And, tax evasion has also occurred amidst this ian management, 
in partioular, in the recent pant, the oity has had to receive hunireds of persons 
each day travelling trom the weatern provinces, from Trung bo, trom the liorth and 
wm torth, all of whom have the oame tank, namely, “organizing sources of goods,” 


ie majority of the unite in the provinces want to establioh direct relations with 
production installations, Uf course, in order to rapidly purchase goods, thene 
unite must raioe thelr purchasing prices and make payment in cash, 


diile gradually atrugeling with production inatallations to bring prices down vy 
| xu ata time, many unite have ehown thempelven to ve very “generous” in thin 

matter, vor example, at a time when the olty General Merchandine Corporation is 
purchasing trom production inetallationa aix-aided ballpoint pens at 0.9) dong 

per pen and trom other inetallations at pricen not exceeding 1 dong, the Cu Uni 
eneral Merohandiae Corporation toe purchasing ballpoint pene trom the |ran Khon

A numterool pro oction laotal lations that have been placing heavy emphanin upon 
quantity tn order ty wet customer tine requirements have carelessly manufactured 
yoods that do vol meet qualitative standards, such as bicycle spare parts, toothpaste 
and wo tort, Aud, wm have been intormed that many provinces, alter purchasing thene 
hoods, have teen unable to sell them because of their poor quality and have sul fered 
lonnen amounting to hundreds of thousands of dong, 
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Jo & umber of Gpeclile Contracts 


AG proot of the situation deseribed above, we would Like to present a number ol 
contracts for vurchasing woods . rom several production installations. On 19 May 
1901, the Lam Dong Art broducts Corporation signed contract number 9/VP -LD to 
purchase ballpoint pen refille from the Mani Tal Installation at a price of 1.4 
dong at a time when the city General Merchandise Corporation was purchasing them a 
a price of 0,05 dom. On 25 February 1461, the Uth Precinct General Merchandise 
Corporation signed contract number 4 with the Quach Vinh Thanh Installation to 
purchase tour types of ballpoint pens and contract number 43 with the Pham Coc Long 
lnetallation to purchase the same four types of pens at prices 0,55 to 0.70 dong 
per pen higher than the price contracted for by the Level | Cultural Products 
Corporation, On 26 Maren 1951, the [hal Binh General Business Station purchased 
from the Ha Van yan installation tallpoint pens and fountain pens at prices 0,3 
to 0.4 dong per pen higher than the price paid by the city Gener) Merchandine 
Lorporation, 


and, there are very many other purchasing contracts too numerous to mention that have 
puohed prices upwards, 


How should hanayement Levels be vivided’? 


At present, there are many different opinions concerning this matter, At the city 
General Verchandioe Gorporation, Le Yan Hong, @ cadre ot the contract purchasing 
office, wante all product purchases to be managed by the city and wants all unite 
to make their purchases through the General Merchandise Corporation, The people 


at the Oth Precinet Art Products Corporation consider the present purchasing 
practices to be etficlent and so forth, 


in our opinion, in order to resolve this problem, the general merchandise 
corporations and the federations of artisan and handicraft cooperatives of the 
preaincts and districts must coordinate in managing production installations and 
products. Any unit seeking to purchase goods must hold discussions through the 
mene, ol the product sector in order to establish unified prices, specitt{ications 
and quality control otandards prior to going to an installation to sign a 
yurchaciog, contract, (tie would avoid the present practice of sweeping and 
Crisescrossing purchases and sales, ihe related agencies, departments and sectors 
woot aloo take steps to help production unite develop in the correct direction in 
gtder to cectrabive the vourcen of woods within the hands of the state at stable 
prices, thereby creating the conditions tor the state-operated commerce sector to 
oquire many poods aod competently support production and everyday life,

KHADR COMPLAINS ABOUT HOG HEQUIGITION-PURCHASING PRACTICES

|'‘Toxt| Hesently, a number of localities have been arbitrary in organising the re- 
quinition-purchasing of hogs, which has caused many peasant families to complain. 
The Commercial Bureau of Kim Thi District in Hai Hung Province has stipulated that 
those who sell lows Lo the state can receive only part of the payment in casing Lhe 
retainder nust be accepted in the form of a check to be deposited in a savings ac- 
gount, Only after 6 months can @ family with a legitimate reason (funeral, wed- 
ding, oto.) withdraw that money. Many people are confuseds if the depositing of 
money in savings accounts is entirely voluntary, why are they forced to deposit 
it, and ensounter difficulties when they must withdraw 1t? Thus many peasants 
soll only enough hogs to fulfill the obligatory quota, while they sell the rest to 
the village marketing cooperatives at negotiated prices or sell them on the free 
Mmrket so that they can obtain money right away. That adversely affects prices on 
the organised tarkot and creates competition between the marketing cooperatives 
and the food seaotor, Many hoe requisition-purchasing teams of the Guang Ninh 
Vood Corporation promise “sash on the barrelhead,” but after weighing the hogs 
they don't pay the peasants right away, but often walt several weeks, at times 2 


or J wonthe, (Lf they were told in advance, the peasants would be willing for the 
food seotor to owe them, ) 


The peasantea of Do Luong Vistriet in Nghe Tinh Province voluntarily sell hogs to 
Lhe state, But in October 1961 the cadres of the district food store who went to 
Think Gon Village to buy hows deducted too much, so the people were confused, On 
Lhe average, LO percent of the weight of a hog, after weighing, was deducted! ( Mine 
Vilopram: were deductod from a hog wolghing GO Kilograme.) Was that a decision of 
Lhe upper eohelon or of the store?

[Te t/ The normal situation in vegetable production is that during the first part 

the middle of November, harvest of the winter-epring vegetables begins and the 
difficult situation during the preharvest period has lessened, During previous years 
at this time, a fairly large amount of vegetables was delivered to the city, varying 
from 1,500 to 2,000 tons during the first 10 days of the month. During the same per- 
lod in 1980, up to 2,494 tons of vegetables wre delivered while during the first 10 
days of Nevember this year, only 598 tons have been received, Agricultural experience 
has 4 saying, “Thunder in the ninth month, refrain from eating vegetables,” The chang- 
ing and complex weather conditions each year are different and this year, during the 
middle of the ninth lunar month (the 10th solar month), it was still thundering and 
raining heavily, In a period of 15 days of rain, the rainfall rose to 360 milli- 
meters and there was continuous rain for the first 7 days of October (the highest 
rainfall for the past 25 years), Therefore, 56 hectares of early vinter-spring vege- 
tables wre ruined and lost, This is not counting the three northeastern wind storms 
which also caused the vegetables to come up early and wither, Four districts with ' 
key vegetable growing areas lost from 100 to 200 hectares, Following the complex 
changes in the wather above, w can fully understand Ary vegetables supplied at this 
time are scarce, However, this is not the key to the problem because if the 56 hec- 
tares of vegetables lost due to rain is not counted, the areas specializing in vege- 
table raising ie 163 hectares less than the same period last year, Tranh Tri District 


has a reduction of 226 hectares, Cia Lam 359 hectares, Tu Liem 218 hectares and Dong 
Anh 119 hectares, 


In the $7 cooperatives apectalizing In vegetable raising, neglect extatea in comlatoce 
with economle contracts ase well aa production supervision, The cooperatives of Linh 
Nom, Yen My and Yan Phue to Thanh Tri Dletrict and Yan tuc and Vim Lan in Gia Lam have 
wet anide vegetable area for rice growing while the vegetable output plan has not been 
achieved, Tu Liem District recently completed construction of a marahy area water 
conservancy project to support vegetable production but planted aveet potatoes, corn, 
ete, Thies was In the cooperatives of Tu Lien, Quang An and Mhat Tan, Supervisory 4 
rectionhas always intended that the area assigned tu vegetable production la net a legal norm 
hutonly guidance, Therefore, the cooperatives intentlonally reduce the vegetable growing 
rea and ahift toa grain crop at the aame point intime, This point In time coincides with the 
new price policy and difficulties caused by weather and the lO0themonth crop, A number of 
people reaponelble for agriculture in the dlatricta have the aame heneral opinion that under 
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thie situation, thry cannot be forced to uproot the rice to grow vegetables, Situa- 
tions have occurred in which cooperatives sell vegetables on the free mrbet while 
signed contracts remain unfilled, When the market is short of vegetables, if the 
cooperatives sell vegetables in the market after fulfilling their mission, it wuld 
not only reduce prices but also assist in providing additional products, Hower, 
wien the cooperatives have not fulfilled their obligations but still sell vegetables 
in the market, it only causes the price of vegetables to rise, 


Vegetable marketing 16 presently encountering difficulties, During the last 10 days 
of October, there wre only 6 percent category 1 quality vegetables, 39 percent cate- 
gory Z and 53 percent category 3, The purchase price fur all three categories was 
only 4 dong per kilogram but the selling price was .7 dong (if 25 percent is calcu- 
lated for commerce, the selling price was only .5 dong per kilogram), This situation 
causes suspicion betwen the vegetable sellers and the consumers, At 4 time when 
vegetables were scarce, the Phu Dien Vegetable Stand had to report the destruction 
of more than 1 ton of vegetables of all types. The vegetable season becomes increns- 
ingly smaller while the present vegetable growing area does not answer the consumption 
requirements of the city, It is clear that distance exists betwen production and 
consumption and that the new policies are primarily aimed at reducing that distance, 
Due to the irrationalities in pricing, grain, supplies and unsynchronized activities 
by concerned sectors, the thoughts of a number of cooperatives and vegetable raisers 


are not yet truly calm and they still pursue profit while forgetting about their 
primary mission, 


Methods as will as proposals aimed at most actively resolving the vegetable pioduction 
problem are being urgently presented, Our wishes as wll as those of the producer are 
to produce many vegetables,

IRRIGATION PROJECTS--Hanol, YNA, 6 Jan--In 1981, 77 irrigation projects were com- 
pleted throughout the country, saya a report of the minietry of water conservancy. 
The whole waterworks service dug and moved nearly 63.3 million cubic metera of 
earth and 545,000 of rock and laid nearly 91,000 tonnes of concrete in the past 
year, the report adds, The projects completed last year have expanded the watered 
acteage by 5,000 hectares and keep another 61,000 hectares from salt water. in 
addition, the dredging of canale and ditches has enabled the irrigation of 39,000 
more hectares of cultivated land. Last year, the irrigation network in the country

[Text | The movement for the poople and cadres to build their ov | houses 18 now 
developing in many localition, especially in the municipalities, sities, towns, 
and industrial gones, and along the main roads. In the provinces of Quang Ninh, 
Phu Kner, Hea Nam Ninh, and Vinh Phu, the muntoipality of Hai Phong, eto., the 
housing built by the people themselves is two or three times greater in extent 
than that built by the state, At aw time when the capital and materials of the 
state are limited and must be concentrated on the key projects, the efforts made 
by the people to build their own nouses should be encouraged. 


A mmtter that must receive attention is construction discipline. In practically 
all localities there are many instances of houses not being built according to 
specifications ani of their being wuilt anywhere people want to build them. The 
rules and procedures regarding the approval of sites, the providing of land, and 
the granting of construction permits must be respected. In some places even the 
cooperative management board has the right to provide land for the construction of 
houses, The lack of centralized management has led to the situation of many houses 
sprouting up and encroaching on sidewalks and roadsides, or being built in areas 
wormed for expanding the food-growing belt or for the construction of economic pro- 
jocts. In some places the per capita oultivated area is being rapidly reduced, 
In the municipalities and cities there exists the situation of people hooking up 
to or e*tarAing electrical transmission lines, and digging ditches to lay addi- 
tional water lines, wich creates difficulties for management and impedes the im- 
provement of the capital's technical networks, In Hanoi, a large hospital was 
opens’ more than & year ago wut ite lighting and water systems cannot be completed 
because a number of people have taken over land on the hospital's grounds to build 
1OURGEKh, 


In order tw telp the localities and bases do a good job of mnaging construction 
according to plan, the state has promulgated a system of chief architects. Many 
precincts, ‘letricts, and cities have sufficient numbers of such cadres. Some 
places have also net up construction inspection teams. But because the organiza- 
tion of over-all maragement a4 « number of specific policies have not been clear- 
ly stipulated, many places have assigned some chief engineers to other work and 
rave graAually «eliminated the inspection teams. The management of construction 
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according to plan has been relaxed. In building houses many places have used rough 
model plans which do not meet the aesthetic requirements and cause a great loss of 
manpower and materials. 


In order to ensure effectiveness it is necessary to rapidly restore order and dis- 
Gipline in construction, The Constitution stipulates that the land is owned by all 
the poople. The state centralizes its management according to a common plan, in 
order to ensure its rational and economical use. The planning and management of 
oonstruction, the approval of locations, and the providing of land must be central- 
ized in & management organ designated by the state. The basis for managing con- 
struction land 1s the approved plain. Places which have not yet done so must go 
all-out to complete detailed, over-all construction plans. The construction plans 
of eaoh precinet, district, and base must be made public to achieve mutual over- 
sight in the construction and management of public projects. Places which need 
muon housing should establisn self-nelp housing areas, including model houses, 
under the guidance of management organs, in order to facilitate the planning ard 
construction of public projects and the service systems. The system of chief 
architects in each precinct, district, and city must be restored. 


To tmintain construction discipline is to correctly implement the law. Arrange- 
ments must be made for the people in the wards, hamlets, and cooperatives to part- 
luolpate in managing construction according to plan. That is sometning that is 
very necessary and must be carried out continually.

[Text/ in many agencies and units using motor vehicles, countless obstacles to pro- 
duction and life are caused solely ty the scarcity of tires, At times, there are no 
scarcities in goods or mterials or in motor vehicles but goods cant be &livered 
solely due to faulty tire tubes, Since 1979, 4 great many obstacles have been encom- 
tered in production dw to raw material shortages, The Parts and Equipment Corporet- 
ion (of the Area 1 “Yaterial Happly Federation--Ministry of Supply) previously supplied 
4 fairly large muber of tubes; in 1976 more than 116,600, in 1979 move than 171,40 
and in 1980 nearly 62,49, These figures have not anewered requiresments and tutes 
have becom: scarce, There are also a maber of units and drivers dw heave conducted 
yvo48 maintenance to extend the life of the tubes but generally speaking, mony locations 
do mot yet fully realize the importance of this problem: using tires to carry excessive 
loads, operating with underinflated tires, tmping and scraping the tires, not evitch- 
ing tires om schedule, etc, In order to alleviate the shortage of tires, save aaterial 
and save om foreign «xchange, the problem at the present time besides msinteance and 
good use of tires is to organiza good tire recapping, However, not any tire vill &, 
A tire with sufficient technical requirements is necessary to achieve good recapping. 
In order to achieve these technical requiresents, previous use must be careful, mot 
allowing operation to exceed stipulated wear and avoiding tabs and scrapes dich 
causes holes in the tire and tattered cord fabric, 


During the past few years, the use of tires and tire recapping in general have teen 
limited in many aspects and ecoremic effectiveness has not yet been achieved, 


In Hanoi, we have tw facilities recapping tires at a fairly large scale: the tao 
Vang Rubber Plant with an cutput of 16,000 per year and the Dai M Plant vith 6,5 
per year, During the past 3 years, the tw plants above have recapped « muber of 
tires tut the rate has gradually declined (see the chart below),

Within the scope of the districts, coordination between agricilture and local 
industry is gradually teing achieved, Prior to 1975, the small industry and 
handicraft output value of many districts was usually only atout 1 million or z 
million dongs this {igure has now increased to 4 million or 4 million dong and 
constitutes trom 7 to 10 percent of agro-industrial output value, mic: does +t 
include the scores of districts that nave achieved an output value of more UL: 
10 million dong as mentioned atove, 


As regards the development of the nandicraft trades within agriculture, many 
agricultural cooperatives have three or four handicraft trades employing {rom 10 to 
20 percent of their labor force and producing {rom one-fourth to one-third of the 
instaliations agro-industrial output value. 


Another significant aspect is that many localities have accelerated tre production ol 
export goods from local raw materials or imported raw mterials. Thai Binh Province 
tas organized YO small industry and nandicraft installations producing export goods 
that employ 70,000 laborers; the value of their export goods increased from 3.° 
million dong in 1970 to W million dong in 1961, constituting 75 percent of the 
value of the province's export goods. Ho Chi Minh City has initiated a multi- 

uyole export-import mechaniom that has enabled it to accelerate its exports ad 
import raw materials for production. 


(he achievements that have been recorded prove the tremerfous capathlitien of local 
industry and are proof of the correctness of the resolution of the Oth rarty Vienus. 
Lontinuing co fully implement this resolution will bring about 4 rew stage of 
development in consumer goods production. Although the achievements that nave ter 
recorded are significant, local industry still faces numerous difficulties. tre 
largest difficulty continues to be the shortage of raw materials ard energy; in 
aidition, we have been slow to revise and supplement necessary pointe in the wiicies 
and systems regarding iignt industry and the handicraft trades in tre spirit of 
midiy resolving proviems, increasing the independence in production and wusinese ard 
achieving self-sufficiency in developing existing local potentials«. rae neu

let form and other educational workers at various degrees of universal education 
have attended short-term classes on mathematicae and literature teaching. Almost all 
localities have set up educational committees and “education sponsor” committees to 
coordinate thetr work with the schools. The population tn many localities has 
contributed hundreds of thousands of workdays and large quantities of building 
materiale to repairing or building hundreds of schools. Besides the timely publi- 
cation of the lat form textbooks, the educational service has set up nearly 20 sub- 
committees to compile textbooks for all the 12 grades of universal education.
